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BE A SUCCESS 


The Act Compelling People to Insure Against Sickness and! 
Disablement Now in Force in Britain, and Gives 
Promise of Proving to be of Great Benefit 


London.—So far as can be judged 
during the three days the new antan| 
al insurance act compelling peopie to 
insure against sickness and disable- 
ment has been in force and before 
any payments, except in the case of 
casual laborers. have fallen due, the 
measure is working according to the 
government officials more smoothly 
than was expected. 


The doctors represented by the 
British medical association are still in 
Tevolt against the act and announce 
their intention of refusing to attend 
patients under its provisions. 


An organization including a number 
of society people hzs also been form- 
ed with the object of resisting pay- 
mente for domestic servants. 

This, however, is chiefly a political 
move, 80 that the only real opposition 
the government has to face is that of 
the doctors. 

The government has offered the doc- 
tors the sum of four shillings and six- 
pence annually for each person tnsur- 
el but the doctors demand eight shil- 
lings and sixpence. 

The workmen and working women 
have taken up the great reform with! 
alacrity and the government estimates 
that of the 30,000,000 persons Insured 
before the act came into force up- 
wards of 10.000,000 have already regis- | 
tered with approved societies. which | 
have undertaken to administer the | 
act and another 600,000 have taken | 
out cards at the post offices. | 

Before the end of the week, when 
the first payments fall due for those 
drawing weekly salaries the govern- 
ment believes that practically | 
those entitled to do so will have be: | 
come insured.

The only section of the community 
likely to suffer is that composed of 
casual workers and old people, both 
men and women. es some of the big 
employers have decided to do away 
with this form of labor. 

Resides the casual laborers are not 
likely to derive any benefits from the 
measure. 

While they are working and the em- 
ployers are paying part of the prem- 
ium, the casuals will not suffer much, 
but they will be unable to pay their 
full dues during the weeks when they 
are out of work and will thus lose the 
benefits of previous payments. 

As the first employer of a casual 
laborer during a week will have to buy 
the necessary stamp there is a decided 
objection on the part of the employ- 
ers to become the “first empioyer.” 

To obviate this a clearing house has 
been started at the Liverpool docks 
to anvortion the dues among the em- 
ployers. 

The men struck against this at first 
but the majority of them have since 
accepted. 

The insurance of domestic servants 
has been heretofore one of the abjec- 
tions to the act as the employers not 
caring to deduct the servants’ share 
from their wages, the payment of the 
whole amount becomes a tax on the 
householder. 

Much as they dislike, however, the 
householders are taking the position 
that it is easier to make the payments 
themselves than to suffer the trouble 
of being penalized for refusal. 


Such insurance is really no new 


thing among British workers, as they | 


have provided for It before through 
their societies and trades unions.

gestion, 

The president says that the com-| 
pany had practically closed with the | 
Canadian Pacific a deal whereby they | 
lease the big terminal elevator B at! 
Fort William, Ont., and with the Man- | 
itoba government for leasing its ex- 
tensive system of internal elevators, 
both of which projects the meeting 
would be asked to ratify. The com- 
pany had also acquired timber lim- 
its in British Columbia, estimated to | 
contain three million feet, in antict- 
pation of the time when they would 
go into that business on behalf of the 
shareholders.

Precautions With 
| Empty Gasoline 
Barrels 


That gasoline is dangerous is pretty 
generally understood, though the death 
toll from careless handling is heavy. 
Usually familiarity with any dangerous 
thing breeds contempt, but even down 
in the ‘‘oil country’’ gasoline 1s treat- 
ed with a respect that is greater than 
that given to nytroglycerine. 

Many persons have always had the 
wrong idea regarding the dangers from 
gasoline. They have taken the great- 
est precautions with the full barrels 
and have given scant attention to the 
partially filled and empty ones; in fact, 
very few dealers and users have ever 
given any thought to the care of 
empty gasoline barrels, That this is 
wrong is shown by the photo of an 
exploded “empty’’ gasoline barrel. 
This barrel ‘‘went up” while standing 
in the hot sun on the platform of a 
freight station. It is a 50-gallon bar- 
rel made of heavy tron. The heads 
are of a single sheet, slightly crowned

A solid welding ring is placed against 
and around the head and the end of 
the sheet is rolled over the ring and 
tightly crimped. In the exploded 
barrel the head was bulged like a 
grocer’s scoop, the ring torn apart and 
the crimp of the barrel sheet pulled 
out straight. ‘This explosion made a 
very loud report and the pieces were 
blown to a great distince. Fortun- 
ately, no one was injured, though 
some damage was done to other 
equipment about the barrel. By 
“empty’’ gasoline barrels is meant 
those that have been unloaded by 
dealers or garages, both public and 
private. They are the barrels rolled 
out to be returned to the refineries for 
refilling. hese’ barrels are a source 
of danger and should receive greater 
care The cause of the explosions of 
these barrels is the excessive pressure 
of the gasoline vapor generated when 
standing in the hot sun. A little oil 
is liable to he left in them and if the 
vent plugs are screwed in tightly there 
is danger of an explosion. Drain the 
barrels thoroughly and have the vents 
opened; also store the larrels in a 
cool and shady place.—Scientific 
American.

New Railroad for 


Didsbury 


A yreat deal of excitement and 
comment has taken place in Didsbury 
during the last few days because of a 
{report that the C. P. R. were going 
to commence operatcns in Didsbury 
this fall to connect their Bassano. 
Irricana line with the C. & E, rail 

road. 

A statement was made by a well 
known C. P. R. contractor who visits 
Didsbury occasionally and who was 
here last week, to some prominent 
residents in town that he had orders 
to put in side tracks and to commence 
the new line this year is what a senbe 
of the Pioneer was told by one of the 
parties. 

If this is right it 1s along the lines 
of the report given in these columns a 
few years ago that the C. P. R. were 
proposing a line froin Kininvie on the 
main line of the C. P. R. west of 
Medicine Hat to Didsbury, wh ch was 
shown as a proposed line on the C, P. 
R_ maps at that time. 

Some changes have evidently been 
made since then and it now appears 
that this line will connect at Irricana 
and Bassano, which appears likely, as 
itwill bein jing with the other ex- 
tensions that are reported as being 
made or under consideration by the 
C. P. R., that is the cut off from 
Swift Current to Bassano, and if it is 
as some think, that this line will be 
carried west of Didsbury to the point 
where the C. P. R. claim they have 
discovered a nuch lower grade pass 
through the mountains, this will con 
stitute the main line for their heavy 
freight service to the coast. 

Some color is given to the report by 
the fact that it is well known that the 
C, P R. are contemplating bringing 
water to Didsbury for railroad pur 
poses from the Dog Pound creek, 
about eight miles west of town. 

It will be wise on the part of every 
person to keep cool over the above 
report and watch events closely, be- 
cause as yet there is no Official word 
that these extensions will be made.

Shipments 


It will surprise a great many of our 
readers to learn that the skipment of 
milk and cream every day to the Cal 
gary market is reaching very larce 
proportions, although thofe of us 
whose business calls us to the depot 
every day dg not realize the extcnt of 
the business because we are so used 
to seeing the cans lined up for ship. 
ment that it has become a matter of| 
course, but to those who do not see 
this the following figures taken trom 
the June shipments will give some 
idea of the proportions of the dairying 
business, which means that the farm. 
ers are yoing in for mixed farming 
more extensively, which is the best 
and only method for this district. 

In the month of June there were 
2,460 Cans of milk-aud 700 can. ol 
cream shipped to the Calgary market. 
The milk cans averaged 10 galionsso 
the can, which means there was 
24,600 gallons of milk which brought, 
atthe price of 13/4c a gallon, the hand- 
some sum of $3,321.00, which is paid 
for by cheque at the end of the month 
Phe 700 cans of cream, which is made 
up of bot dairy cream and cream for 
butter making, would fet. h approxi- 
mately $1,960.00. This would make 
the sum of $5,281 00 brought into the 
Didsbury district for the month of 
June, and when the fact that this is 
omy one branch of mixed farming chat 
is carried on here, and that a large 
numberof cars of hogs and cattle 
were shipped as well, it will be seen 
that this district is fast overcoming 
the problem of uncertain grain raising 
because it can be used for feed. 

According to a report in the Calgary 
papers a short time ago the problem 
of supplying the Calgary market with 
milk and cream is becoming a very 
serious one, consequently the farmers 
of this district can always be sure of a 
good demand for-all they can supply, 


Bad Roads 


The Local Improvement District 
Councillors, and in fact every person 
who lives in the district west of town 
are or should be interested in their 
roads through this district, but for 
some reason a number of these roads 
have been allowed to get into a very 
bad state of repair and the conse- 
quence is there are a great many com- 
plaints eing made about the bad 
holes and poor drainage in very many 
places. ; 

A little scraping and filling in from 
the high spots to the low, a little more 
drainage along the right of way would 
make it much easier to draw your 
loads and also give a better impres- 
sion to visitors in the district, ‘l'hese 
matters could be easily remedied with 
a little concerted effort on the part of 
the officers of the districts and the 
farmers who use the roads and who 
lose out in the long run by wear and 
tear onthe live stock and running 
gear.
